An apparent low bid of $1,- 
076,486 for improvement of 
Route 111 and its intersection 
with State Aid Route 35 (Gran- 
ite City:Collinsville road) was 
among ten bids on highway im- 
provement projects that are 
considered by state highway of- 
ficials as within “awardable 
range’’ of state cost estimates, 
it was reported today. 

The bid was submitted by A. 
H. Seebold Co. of Granite City 
and was among bids opened by 
the Illinois Division of High- 
ways Friday on 18 highway im- 
provement projects in Madison 
and St. Clair counties. All of 
the projects previously were 
delayed by the freeze on fed- 
eral highway funds which ended 
a month ago. 

The Route 111 project calls 
for resurfacing of between two 
and three miles of the highway 
and reconstruction of the SA 
Route 35 intersection, including 
installation of traffic signals. 
The intersection now is pro- 
tected only by a flashe: signal. 

While bids on ten of the pro- 
posed improvernents in the two- 
county area are considered 
within the range of cost in 
which contracts are awardable, 
eight other projects totaling $6.6 
millions were more than 5% 
over the cost estimates released 
earlier by the Division of High- 
ways.

An unconscious man, trapped 
in a small foreign-made auto 
resting upside-down in a back- 
water section of Horseshoe 
Lake on’ Highway 111, was 
rescued by quick-thinking pas- 
sersby at 2:45 p.m.

Park Located in 
Nameoki Twp. 


Plans for establishment of a 
new industrial park in Nameoki 
township which will be dedicat- 
ed to small industries and busi- 
nesses on tracts of five acres 
or less were announced today 
by Ed Moore of the Ed Moore 
Construction Co. who has 
started construction of one ma- 
jor warehouse and is negotiating 
for two other installations in the 

‘near future. 

The park area is located along 
Route 111 about one-half mile 
south of Highway 162. It will 
be known as Lakeside Industrial 
Park and will be administered 
by a corporation of the same 
name.

materials can be moved direct- 
ly from the. park site to St. 
Louis by way of I-70 with im- 
mediate access to 1-270. Mate- 

tials can be moved into St 
\Louis from the park in about 15 
minutes and to Chicago in about 
four and one-half hours, he said 
Building Warehouse 

The Moore company complet- 
ed construction of its new cen- 
tral office and warehouse at the 
site in May, 1969, and construc- 
tion is now underway on a 26,- 
000 square foot building to be 
occupied by the G and R Reality 
firm. The building, which is to 
be completed Nov. 1, will con- 
tain two large overhead cranes 
to moye steel moving products 
and supplies. 

The company is expected to 
hire about 40 employees. After 
the first year of operation in 
the new building, G and R plans 
to expand the facilities on their 
five-acre tract.

For Enjoyment, 
Graduates Told 


Recovery from today’s crisis 
in America will demand that 
persons “take a cateful look at 
our national characteristics and 
readjust some of our values,” 
historian Patrick Riddleberger, 
a faculty member at Southern 
Illinois University’s Southwest- 
ern campus, told 700 graduates 
of SIU-SW at summer com- 
mencement ceremonies Friday 
evening. 

The future of America is not 
lost, Riddleberger, said. He 
called for continued high ex- 
pectations of an gpen democ- 
racy, but warned that such ex- 
pectations should not be beyond 
the capacity of organized hu- 
man endeavor. 

“It may be necessary,” he 
said, “to modify dur expecta- 
tions by reconsidering the 
meaning of success in 
America.” | 

The graduates were told that 
they are the type of people 
needed in America’ now to 
counter blind self-righteousness 
that passes for patriotism, 

Avoid Far-Left, Right 

“There is an important place 
in America for you here to 
confront demagogues on, the 
right and mindless revolution 
aries on the left. 

“Their harsh voices are al- 
ways loudest in times of trouble. 
Many of them do not care what 
happens except to see their 
prophecies of] doom fulfilled or 
their deterministi¢ view of the 
world made manifest,” Riddle- 
berger said. 

He asked graduates to re- 
member’ that there still re- 
mains much that is enjoyable 
and “in this era, we should try 
to develop a capactiy for en- 
joyment of the world.”

Scott said today that through 
the efforts of his “‘Mod Squad” 
—a group of students working 
in his Consumer ,Fraud and 
Protection division this sum- 
mer—a national , encyclopedia 
company has agreed to change 
its methods of sale, promotion 
and advertising. 

Scott said that two of his Mod 
Squad members, John Fried- 
man, a senior at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, and Marty 
Soil, a junior in the DePaul 
College of Law, conducted the 
three-month investigation which 
led to an agreement by the 
company to change its business 
practices. 

Representatives’ of the New 
York and Chicago offices of P. 
F. Collier Inc., a subsidiary of 
Crowell, Collier and MacMillian 
Inc., have signed an assurance 
of voluntary compliance with 
changes ordered by the Illinois 
attorney general’s office, ac- 
cording to Howard Kaufman, 
chief of Scott's consumer divi- 
sion.

After a three-day 
training course, they found that 
the jobs actually were paid on 
a commission basis. 

Kaufman alleged that during 
the three-day course, salesmen 
were taught a misleading ‘“‘sales 
pitch” which involved — telling 
families they had been especial- 
ly selected to receive a “free” 
set of “entirely new” encyclo- 
pedias that would not’ be on 
sale for several months. 

The customer was required 
to write a letter of comment on 
the set, and to keep it up to 
date with yearbook supple- 
ments, The supplements, how- 
ever, cost about $600, and pay- 
ments could not, as the com- 
pany represented, be spread 
over a 10-year period. 

In‘ the voluntary compliance 
agreement signed by Collier, 
the encyclopedia company has 
agreed to stop misleading ad- 
vertising promising a salary to 
their salesmen. 

It has agreed to revise its re- 
tail sales installment contract to 
conform with Illinois statutes, 
and to register with the state 
as an out-of-state corporation 
doing business in Illinois. 

Lastly, the encyclopedia firm 
has agreed to stop the offer of 
a “free” set of encyclopedias 
which actually cost $600. 

Scott warned consumers to be 
wary of similar sales practices 
on the part of other companies.

County Schools to Get 
$22.7 Million State Aid 


Madison county school dis- 
tricts will receive $22,761,510 in 
general state aid for the 1970-71 
school year, an 10.37% increase 
of $2,139,337 over last year, it 
was announced by Ray Page, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction. 

All public school districts in 
the state will receive $671,468,- 
898, a 15.06% increase of $87,- 
897,327. 

Page said the first payments 
for July and August have been 
vouchered and checks are be- 
ing processed. He said the state 
now is providing about 38%, of 
the cost of schools, an increase 
of four per cent.over last year, 
and hopes that the figure will 
be at least 50% in the near fu- 
ture. 

The school claims are sub- 
ject to change after supplemen- 
tary state aid claims are filed 
in October based on average 
daily attendance (ADA) of the 
first month of school. 

The increase in state sup- 
port results from a greater ADA 
in the best six months during 
1969-79, the alternate method 
of computation, the eight per 
cent factor and the density fac- 
tor.

Charlés Shuman of Sullivan, 
vice-chairman of the Suffrage 
Committee, explains: “It’s an 
emotional issue—not a political 
one—and we didn’t want to risk 
approval of the rest of the ar- 
ticle because if it.” 

No one knows for sure 
how the voter will react to 
the 18-year-old vote in light 
of récent campus disorders, 
delegates bay. 

The drive to lower the 
voting age has a long his- 
tory, accelerating with more 
and more demands in re- 
cent years. 

In a statement to the Suffrage 
Committee in support of lower- 
ing the voting age, David Dodds 
Henry, president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, pointed out 
‘that since 1943, 153 Congression- 
al resolutions were introduced 
to amend the United States Con- 
stitution to lowér the voting age 
to 18. 

Sen. Jennings, Randolph, W. 
Va., (D.) noted in testimony 
Feb. 16, 1970, before the Sub- 
committee on Constitutional 
Amendments of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, that ‘‘only 
one of these resolutions ever 
reached the floor of either the 
Senate or the Housé.” That was 
in 1954 when the Senate deéfeat- 
ed a proposed Constitutional 
‘amendment by a vote of 34 
yeas and 24 nays. 

A total of 58 senators voted 
that day—it was 5:30 on a Fri- 
day afternoon—and even if all 
present had voted for it, the 
resolution would have failed for 
lack of approval by two-thirds 
of the membership. 

However, this year a differ- 
ent technique was used success- 
fully in the U. S. Congress, set- 
ting the stage for a U. S. Su- 
preme Court test of voting by 
18-year-olds. 

Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana and Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts, the 
Democratic leader and assistant 
Teader, respectively, took the 
position that a constitutional 
amendment is not needed for 
18-year-olds to vote. Instead, 
they attached an age-18 vote 
amendment to the Voting Rights 
Act. 

President Nixon said he fa- 
vors voting by 18year-olds but 
urged Congress not to follow 
the Mansfield-Kennedy strategy 
for fear it would doom the en- 
tire Voting Rights Bill. How- 
ever, he signed the resulting 
legislation. 

To forestall partisan bicker- 
ing, Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
was quick to insist that “efforts 
to lower the voting age have al- 
ways had bi-partisan support.” 

Here is the record, according 
to Bayh: 

“In 1954, President Eisenhow- 
er, in his State of the Union 
message, called on Congress to 
enact a constitutional améend- 
ment to permit 18-year-olds to 
vote. 

“President Kennedy spoke 
forcefully of the need to involve 
young péople in the political 
process and saw a lower voting 
age as the key to sensible poli- 
tical action by our younger citi- 
zens. 

“In 1968, in a special message 
to Congress, President Johnson 
proposed a constitutional 
amendment to lower the voting 
age and urged prompt Congres- 
sional action. 

“The Democratic party 
platform in 1968 pledged the 
party to support a constitu- 
tional amendment lowering 
the voting age to 18. 

“The Republican party 
platform, ‘while it did not 
faivor a constitutional 
amendment to lower the 
voting age, called on the 
states, individually, ‘to re- 
evaluate their positions with 
respect to 18-year-olds yot- 
ing.” 

“President Nixon, many 
times during the 1968. cam- 
paign, expressed his support for 
lowering the voting age to 18.” 

On the state level since 1942, 
nearly every state has consid- 
ered some legislative action to 
lower the voting age. 


In 14 states—according to a. 


study performed by the Library 
of Congress—measures to lower 
the voting age to 18 Have passed 
in at least one house of the 
legislature. 
And, according ee cor 
sional Quarterly Service in 
tp cwaatly, report of May 23, 
1969, bills to lower the voting 
age had been introduced in 
every State legislature in 1968 
or 1969 except Georgia and Ken- 
tucky, where it is already 18, 
and Mississippi. \ i 
The four states with voting 
ages lower than 21 are: Geor- 
gia, age 18, adopted in 1943; 
Kentucky, age 18, since 1955; 
‘Alaska, age 19, since 1959; and 
Hawaii, age 20, since 1950. _ 
Twelve other states submit- 
ted the issue of lowering the 
voting age for the decision of 
"their voters in 1970: 


’ 


Colorado, Massachusetts, Min- 
nésota, Montana, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming, age 19. 

Maine and Nebraska, agé 20. 

New York's legislature voted 
to Submit a statewidé referen- 
dum to the electoraté to drop 
the voting age diréctly from 21 
to 18 on a timetable that would 
make teenagers eéligible to vote 
in the 1972 elections. 

In Illinois, the 1870 Con- 
stitutional Convention — out 
of which the present consti- 
tution came — discussed a 
motion to adopt age 18 for 
voting because 18-year-old 
men were subject to be 
drafted under the militia 
article, but no vote was 
taken on the matter. 

The question of lowering the 
voting age was forced into 
prominence as one of the 15 
main issues at the 1970 Illinois 
Constitutional Convention 
through the interest of the pub- 
lic. 

Out of the 116 total member- 
ship of’Con Con, there were 27 
member proposals for lowering 
the voting age to 18 in the new 
constitution; seven for lower- 
ing to 19; and seven for lower- 
ing it to 20. ‘ 

Opinions voiced at public 
hearings throughout the state 
and during testimony in Spring- 
field showed the following: one 
in favor of a minimum voting 
age of 17; 84 in favor of 18; sev- 
en, 19; one, 20; 16 in favor of 

; and two, age 25. 

Out of 113 testimonits, 84 per- 
sons spoke in favor of lowering 
requirements to thé age of 18. 

Support for lowéring the vot- 
ing age by. constitutional amend- 
ment in Illinois was presented 
to the Suffrage Committee 
through testimony and-or letters 
from the following groups: 

1, Democratic Party of Illi- 
nois. 

2. Republican Party of Illi- 
nois (expected to include 18- 
year-old vote in platform). 

3. Independent, Democratic 
Coalition. 

4, Independent Voters of Illi- 


nois. 

5. College Republican State

6. College Republican Club of 
Rock Valley College, Rockford. 

7. Winnebago County Young 
Democrats. 

8. Committee on Illinois Gov- 
ernment. _. 

9. Illinois Division of the Unit- 
ed Steelworkers of America— 
Political Action Committee. 

10. United Auto Workers, Re- 
gion Four. 

11, Illinois State AFL-CIO. 

12. Illinois Education Associa- 
tion. 

13, Mexican American Educa- 
tion Council of Chicago. 

14, League of Women Voters.

Testimonies in 
came from only two groups: 
The Illinois Division of the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Women and the Illinois 
Agricultural Association. 

In a summary of material put 
together by the Suffrage Com- 
mittee after all the ground work 
had been done, four basic ar- 
guments were listed favoring 
lowering the voting age: 

1. Lowering the voting age is 
part of the continuous move- 
ment to extend the franchise 
and will strengthen democracy. 

2. Eighteen-year-olds today 
are educationally prepared to 
vote. 

3.  Ejighteen-year-olds are 
ready for the responsibility of 
voting. 

4. Eighteen-year-olds should 
be allowed to participate legit- 
imately in the political process. 

Two basic arguments were 
listed opposing the action: 

1, Eighteen-year-olds lack the 
experience and maturity to vote 
responsibly. 

2., The voting age should co- 
incide with the legal age. 

Testimonies sent to the Suf- 
frage Committee from leaders 
and officials in the states with 
voting ages lower than 21 point 
unanimously to success in the 
venture. 

‘One statement was given by 
Sen. Eugene Talmadge; it is 
taken from a Report of thé U. 
S. Senate Jan. 27, 1970. He 
writes, ““For some 20 years wé 
have seen young people in 
Georgia, 18 and above, assume 
the mature responsiblities of 
voting and their performance 
has exceeded even the greatest 
of hopes. 

“Voting registration has been 
greatly increased. The rising 
generation has taken a more 
active interest in civic affairs, 
and it is justifiably proud of thé 
part it has playéd in the devel- 
opment of Georgia and Amer- 
ica.”

Federal Snooping Is a Matter of Valid 
Conce?n But Some of It Must Continue 


Because no one likes his privacy invaded, 
and because the right to individual privacy is 
one of the cornerstones of our democracy, a 
plan by U. S. Senator Sam J. Ervin jr., North 
Carolina Democrat, probably will muster wide 
support. He would set up!a new federal regula- 
tory agency to curb the “computerized threat by 
the government against Americans’ constitution- 
al freedoms.” ~ 

His expressed fear of federal data banks, 
which might enable national leaders to pry into 
the lives of any citizen they choose, is valid 
The prospect is one that should concern every- 
one. 

But before Congress makes too hasty a 
move, we hope it also evaluates the impact on 
the assembling of information about enemies 
of America, including the tragically misguided 
groups which have begun. setting bombs and 
booby traps at universities and government 
buildings. 

A particular target of Ervin is the activity 
of Army intelligence agents in monitoring civil- 
ians active in political dissent and civil disorder. 

Responsiblé dissent is essential for freedom 
to flourish, but it has become obvious in re- 
cent months that some of those who talk fre- 
quently about violently stopping governmental 
processes later take another step and put their 
ideas into practice. “Where there is smoke 
there is sometimes fire,” and investigators must 
not be so thwarted in their efforts that there is 
a further reduction in the already low percentage 
of arrests and convictions of mass killers and de- 
stroye:

Voris, recalled that “he demanded that -every- 
one pay the price. He demanded 100% in prac- 
tice as well as in the game. ‘e suspect that 
the Lombardi formula of “paying the price” 
with 100% effort spells out a pattern which 
also can lead to success for those in fields of 
activity far removed from the football grid- 
iron.

We have 
taken a somewhat more positive and hopeful 
approach because it is 20 obvious that the 100- 
year-old state legal framework still in effect is 
inadequate; many of the problems confronting 
this and other Illinois communities today stem 
directly from its wording.

The delegates, much like the citizens they 
represented, simply did not see eye to eye on a 
number of issues and there was no way in 
which all of them could have it all their way 
all the time. 

Névertheless, thére is hope of public ap- 
proval, bolstered by the fact that the precise 
approach to four of the more controversial 
aspects will be determined by the electorate 
through separate questions. 

Aside from these four matters, a 1 4-article 
constitution has been written and it must be 
ratified by the voters in order for their decisions 
on voting at 18, the death pénalty, court selec- 
tion and Jegislative election to become effective. 


Samuel W. Witwer, president of the Sixth 
Illinois Constitutional Convention, sums up the 
nine-month effort by saying that the delegates 
followed a middlé course rather than being 
guided by those who “would have had thit con- 
vénjion write a constitutional document of ideo- 
logical perfection” or others who “would have 
had us simply stamp our endorsement on the 
status quo." 

Commenting that “we have pursued nei- 
thér extreme,” he déscribes their handiwork as - 
“neither reactionary nor radical’. . . neither 
regressive nor visionary.

Should voters accept this “‘practical’’ ap- 
proach? Most will want to analyze the constitu- 
tion in detail before making up their minds, and 
they fortunately have more than three months 
in which te carry out such study.

“These have not been easy times in which 
to write the constitution of 1970. Between the 
alpha and omega of this convention, both our 
state and nation have experienced frustration of 
spirit, confusion of conscience and division of 
purpose. 

“Should the endeavors of this convention 
fail, radical and revolutionary elements in our 
society will be encouraged. Con Con was a test, 
in microcosm, of our national will to continue 
as oné of history's great nations and civiliza- 
tions, 

“Failure of governmental institutions to re- 
spond to the wishes of the people breeds dis- 
content and despair, the very catalysts of radi- 
cal and revolutionary action.”

Pupil Examinations, Inoculations 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


School days mean physical ex- 
aminations and inoculations for 
many youngsters enrolling in 
IHindis schools for the first time 
this fall. 

State Jaw requires inocula- 
tions for measles, smallpox, tet- 
anus, diphtheria, polio and 
whooping cough for a youngster 
enrolled for thé first time in 
any public, private, or parochial 
school, unless he has been 
granted an exemption. 

The immunization require- 
ment is subject to medical ap- 
proval in the case of any in- 
dividual child. Further, the law 
provides an exemption from 
both the physical examinations 
and inoculations for children 
whose parents object qn consti- 
tutional grounds. 

A physical examination is 
required for every non- 
exempt child. 

The exam must be taken 
before the child enters kin- 
dergarten and again before 
he enters the fifth and 
ninth grades. 

Examinations aré required for 
a child of any grade level en- 
tering a new school—if he has 
not been previously examined. 
The law also authorizes school 
officials to require additional 
examinations whenever neces- 
sary. . 

Immunizations against the 
specified diseases are required 
for non-exempted children en- 
tering kindergarten or first 
grade or entering school for the 
first time in Illinois. 

Pupils entering the fifth and 
ninth grades also may be re- 
quired by the department of 
Public Health to have immuni- 


zations or booster immuniza- 
tions for any one or more of 
these diseases, 

A physician who feels a child 
should not have certain of the 
required inoculations can in- 
clude that information on the 
physical examination form and 
the requirements of the law 
will still be satisfied. 

Physical examinations in- 
clude a check! of a child’s 
teeth, feet and vision in ad- 
dition to his health. 
A child’s parent or guardian 

can select, any physician 1li- 
censéd by the state to practice 
medicine in all pf its branches 
to give the physical examina- 
tion. The same jstate licensing 
requirement. applies to the se- 
lection, of a ist, podiatrist 
and optometris 

The Department of Public 
Health is authorized to arrange 
for the child’s éxamination 
should his parents fail to do so. 
But no child will be examined 
or inoculated if jhis parents or 
guardian files a statement of 
constitutional objection and pre- 
sents it to the school board or 
the Board of Governors of State 
Colleges and Universities. 

The fact that al child has been 
exempted from a physical ex- 
amination or immunization does 
not excuse him from participat- 
ing in his school’s physical edu- 
cation programs.| 

However, in cases where an 
examination revéals a physical 
or emotional condition which 
prevents participation in courses 
for normal children, special 
physical education activities or 
a modified coursé may be re- 
quested. |

Newly Organized Staff to 
Direct Special Education 


Baptists Seek 
$33,000 from SIU 
Over Closing 


The board of directors of the 
Illinois Baptist State Associa- 
tion has adopted a_ resolution 
holding Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity trustees responsible for 
the closing of the Carbondale 
campus last spring, and asking 
payment of $33,000 suffered in 
loss by the Baptist Student Cen- 
ter in Carbondale as a result of 
the closing. 

The Baptist Student Center, 
adjacent to the Carbondale cam- 
pus, provides housing for 300 
Students and operates a public 
cafeteria. When Southern Illi- 
nois University closed _last 
spring due to student disorders, 
the center refunded $33,000 to 
residents who had pre-paid for 
room and board. 

The resolution was adopted 
Tuesday at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Baptist board in 
Springfield. C. R. Walker, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church 
in Marion, introduced the reso- 
lution. After signing by state 
convention President Charles L. 
Chaney, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church in Palatine, the res- 
olution will go to Lindell Sturgis 
of Metropolis, chairman of the 
S.I.U. board of trustees. 

The board also asked its stu- 
dent ministries committee to 
take another year to study the 
future of the student center in 
Carbondale. Center Director 
Robert C. Fuson earlier this 
summer recommended closing 
the center due to intervention in 
its affairs by the university, fi- 
nancial problems, and the de- 
sire of some parents and Bap- 
tists to maintain at the center 
an “atmosphere of a monastery 
as pertains to dress and social 
customs” which he said is “‘vir- 
tually impossible on a modern 
campus.” He also cited a de- 
cline in enrollment in Bible 
courses taught at the center. 

The study committee, headed 
by Myron D. Dillow, pastor of 
the University Baptist Church 
in Carbondale, will report back 
in September of 1971. Final ac- 
tion would be determined by the 
state association in its Novem- 
ber, 1971, annual convention, 
Dillow said this apparently 
means the center will operate 
for at least two more school 
years, or until the end of the 
spring quarter in 1972. 

Among other actions, the 
board voted to recommend a 
state denominational budget of 
$1,242,743 for 1971, and a $262,090 
budget for the Baptist Children’s 
Home in Carmi. Both budgets 
are subject to approval by the 
state association which meets 
in Rockford on Nov. 3-5. 

State association President 
Chaney of Palatine presided at 
the day-long meeting of the 72- 
man board which met in Spring- 
field. The state association is 
comprised of 900 member 
churches in Illinois, with total 
membership of 180,000. State of- 
fices are’ now in Carbondale, 
but with the completion of a 
$1.5 million Baptist building 
now under construction on Stev- 
enson drive in. Springfield, the 
offices will move to the capital 
city sometime in 1971 


An expanded program of spe- 
cial education serving the Gran- 
ite City, Madison and Venice 
school districts has been in- 
itiated by a reorganized staff 
which will operate out of the 
Region One offices at 28th street 
and | Madison avenue. 

The Region One program will 
be under direction this year of 
Mrs, Elveria S. Kuergeleis. She 
has been appointed director to 
succeed Harold V. Thomas, who 
retired.
